Nearly every home in America 
has fire detectors. Pretty soon, 
home fire sprinklers might be just as 
common, In fact, automatic sprin- 
klers are just one of the many 
requirements for new homes built in 
Michigan in the near future. 

Michigan lawmakers have added 
24 new requirements to the 
Statewide building code, most of 
which will be effective at the begin- 
ning of the new year, These new 
requirements apply to both contrac- 
tors and private citizens. 

These are the first additions to the 
statewide residential building code 
since 2003, 

In order to answer questions and 
help with the transition, local build- 
ing inspectors and safety officiats 
will be hosting a public mecting at 
the Grayling Township Offices on 


Dec. 17 from 3 p.m. until 5 p.m. 

“Probably the biggest one is that 
.. all basements will have to have a 
separate emergency exit,” County 
Director of Building & Zoning 
Joseph Duran said. 

The staircase used to access the 
basement is no longer sufficient as 
an emergency exit. 

Although codes like the tightened 
basement regulation are primarily 
the concern of contractors, other 
aspects of the code update will 
impact non professional building 
projects as well, 

For example, pole barns more 
than 3,000 square feet in size will 
now be governed by stricter con- 
struction requirements. 

In a more general way, the laun- 


dry list of new regulations will 


increase the cost of building new 
homes, as the implementation of 
additional emergency exits ‘and 
other new required features will cost 


contractors extra to install, 

- “Yeah, those are costs ... some- 
times $1,000 really impacts the bud- 
get,” Duran said. 

Nonetheless, he added that, 
despite the added cost, he believes 
that the code additions serve a valu- 
able purpose, 

“Health, safety and welfare. 
That’s what the code’s all about,” 
Duran said. 

Some changes will be very 
noticeable. By 2011, automatic fire 
sprinkler systems will be required in 
nearly all new Michigan homes. 
Today, these systems are installed in 
hardly any homes at ail. 

Energy conservation is also tar- 
geted by the code. In response to 
the nation’s large energy usage, 
States and the federal government 


have been seeking ways to cut back 


on unnecessary energy loss. 
In 2006, the state developed a 
strict new code to improve energy 


efficiency in new homes. One of the 
mandates of this code is that under- 
ground crawl spaces must now be 


‘insulated. 


Although this strict energy effi- 
ciency code has been highly con- 
tested for nearly three years, it has 
finally been officially implemented. 

These new regulations do not 
apply to homes that were built 
before they were implemented. The 
only exception is if an addition is» 
made to a home that increases its 
size by 50 percent or more. In this 
case, the entire home must be made 
compliant with the new standards. 

Precise details on all 24 additions 
to the building code will be avail- 
able at the Dec. 17 meeting, Duran 
encourages all interested parties to 
attend. 

“We can work with people right 
now and slowly introduce them into 
it,’ Duran said.

Deputies get vests for traffic safety

Sheriffs Deputies recently 
added some. neon to their 
traditional brown uniforms. 

High visibility vests were 
recently reccived by the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office for use when they are 
patrolling a traffic accident 
or directing traffic. 

Use of the vests was man- 
dated by the National Fire 
Protection Agency Federal 
Highway Administration for 
when they are responding to 
incidents. . 

All employees, including 
police officers and firefight- 
ers operating within the 
right of ways of roads that 
receive federal funding and 
who are exposed to traffic, 
are mandated to have the 


vests. : The mandate :.also. 
applics to. employees oper-- 


ating construction equip- 
ment such as Department of 
Public Works employees 
and employees who work 
for trash companies. 

‘It's for the benefit of the 
officers and firefighters and 
it has their best interest in 
mind,” Crawford County 
Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said. 

Florescent material for 
the vests appears brighter in 
low light conditions, such as 
dawn, dusk or overcast 
weather. Reflective material 
on the vests also allows offi- 


cers to be seen farther away 


and gives motorists more 
time to react. 

Of all the officers killed in 
the line of duty, being struck 
by an automobile is the third 
leading cause of death. 

A critical feature of the 
vests provides a five-point 
break away, at the shoul- 
ders, waist and in the front, 


which’ provides increased 


safety if the vest becomes 
hooked on a passing vehi- 
cle. In addition, the deputies 
can also release themselves 
from the vests if they get 
into a scuffle with a pedes- 
trian at an emergency scene. 

_The vests also provide 
easy access to equipment 
worn on the officer's belt. 
There are tabs to hold a 
radio microphone and pens 
and letters that identify the 
officers as sheriff's deputies. 

“Those are all things they 
take imto consideration,” 
Wakefield said. “You're bet- 
ter off wearing it all the 
time.” 

A barcode links the vest 
to the deputy that it is 
assigned to and provides a 
provision that the sheriffs 
office is complying with the 
federal mandate. 

Wakefield said that it cost 
about $2,000 to outfit all of 


the road patrol deputies, -

A survey by _ the 
Chronicle of Higher 
Education shows that last 
year presidents of 15 public 
research universities were 
paid more than $500,000 a 
year, and private universi- 
ties generally pay even 
more. 

The top public university 
pay in the country went to 
Ohio State University

Michigan universities are 
pikers in comparison. Top 
Michigan public pay was 
paid to University of 
Michigan’s President Mary 
Sue Coleman at $760,196, 
with Michigan  State’s 
President Lou Anna Simon 
next at $572,000.

for football coaches. 

Ohio State Coach Jim 
Tressel leads the Big Ten in 
compensation at an esti- 
mated $3 million — already 
twice as much as top pay 
for a public university pres- 
ident, also Ohio State, and 
going up another $500,000 
early next year. 

Coaches Kirk Ferentz at 


Iowa is at $2.87 million, 


and Rich Rodriguez at . 


Michigan (with a 3-9 
record this year) is at $2.5 
million. Six other Big Ten 
coaches are at $1 million or 
more, and only two — at 
Northwestern and Indiana — 
are at less than that. 

These, too, are “annual 
compensation” figures, and 
some performance bonuses 
usually are available. 
Michigan State’s Mark 
Dantonio, for example, has 
a five-year contract for $5.5 
million, with bonuses pos- 
sible for win-loss record, 
conference standing, bowl 
games and __ individual 
coaching honors. 

The moral of the story 
seems to be for young folks 
to aspire to be a football 
coach rather than a college 
administrator, although 
such a maxim likely only 
applies at public universi- 
ties. 

I wonder what the foot- 
ball coaches at Suffolk or 
Rensselear Polytech are 
paid.

Loan programs | 
help people with

The Michigan Disability 
Rights Coalition, along with 
United Cerebral Palsy of 
Michigan and the Financial 
Health Credit Union, offer 
two innovative programs 
throughout the State of 
Michigan. The Michigan 
Assistive Technology Loan 
Fund (ATLF) allows people 
with disabilities to buy assis- 
tive technology equipment 
and devices. The Michigan 
TeleWork Loan Fund 
(MTLF) permits people with 
disabilities to buy computers 
and equipment to work from 
home for an employer or to 
start a home-based business. 

These two programs pro- 
vide low cost, fixed-rate 


loans to qualified applicants. | 


Any resident of the state of 
Michigan who has a disabil- 
ity or a senior who needs 
assistive technology may 
apply. There is no minimum 
loan amount but there is a 
maximum of $30,000 for 
ATLF and $20,000 for 
MTLF. The interest rate is 
determined by the Financial 
Health Credit Union and is a 
fixed rate for the duration of 
the loan. Repayment terms 
are based on the expected 
useful life of the assistive 
technology device or service 
and are for as long as posst- 
ble, up to a maximum of 
seven years.

For a number of reasons, 
individuals with disabilities 
often find it difficult to 
access loans as a method to 
purchase necessary equip- 
The Michigan 
Assistive Technology Loan 
Fund allows people to buy 
ramps and elevators, hearing 
aides, power wheelchairs, 
computers and peripherals, 
vehicles with adaptive con- 
trols or lifts, home modifica- 
tions, etc. 

The Michigan TeleWork 
Loan Fund (MTLF) allows 
people with disabilities to 
buy the equipment necessary 
to work from home. This 
can include office furniture, 
computers, appliances and 
farm equipment. With this 
Loan Fund, barriers to 
employment, such as inade- 
quate transportation, fatigue, 
inaccessible work environ- 
ments and the need for per- 
sonal assistance, can be 
reduced or eliminated.

Unemployment 
agency to mail 
instructions for 
additional benefits 


The 63,000 unemployed 
Michigan workers, who 
have exhausted their feder- 
ally-funded unemployment 
benefits from this summer, 
should receive letters with 
instructions for obtaining 
the newly approved federal 
benefit extension within 
the next two to three 
weeks. 

Stephen Geskey, director 
of . Michigan’s 
Unemployment Insurance 


_ Agency (UIA), expects the 


agency will mail letters to 
eligible unemployed work- 
ers by the week of Dec. 12, 
The letters will explain 
how the 
workers can claim the 
added federal Emergency 
Unemployment 
Compensation (EUC) ben- 
efits. In the meantime, he 
urged jobless workers to 
refrain from calling the 
agency tO inquire about 
their eligibility for the new 
EUC benefits, as all poten- 
tially eligible unemployed 
workers will be notified by 
mail. 

Governor Jennifer 
Granholm welcomed the 
added federal unemploy- 
ment benefits and said they 
would be a great help, 
especially at this time of 
year, to the many Michigan 
workers and their families 
who are trying to cope eco- 
nomically during this diffi- 
cult period in the state. 

“We fully anticipate that 
we'll begin making pay- 
ments through the new 
EUC extension before 
Christmas,” Geskey said. 

The new federal exten- 
sion, which was signed 
into law by the President 
on Nov. 21, provides that 
those who have either 
exhausted their EUC, or 
are currently receiving 
RUC, may collect up to 
another seven weeks of 
federally-funded benefits 
through the original EUC 
program for a maximum 
total of 20 weeks 
(increased from a !3-week 
maximum). This exten- 
sion applies to all states. 

Plus, they may collect up 
to an additional 13 weeks 
of federally-funded EUC 
benefits in high-unemploy- 
ment states, such as 
Michigan, with unemploy- 
ment rates above 6 percent. 
Michigan’s October job- 
less rate was 9,3 percent, 

For those currently 
receiving regular state 
unemployment _ benefits, 
they may receive: _ 

Up to 20 weeks of feder- 
ally-funded benefits

through the original EUC 
program, after they 
exhaust their regular state 
benefits, and then up to 
13 additional weeks of fed- 
erally-funded benefits 
through the EUC exten- 
sion, when they exhaust 
their original EUC and 
cannot establish a new reg- 
ular state claim. 

The extension is avail- 
able for individuals who 
exhaust their unemploy- 
ment benefits by March 
31, 2009, and all EUC pay- 
ments will end by Aug. 29, 
2009. 

Geskey explained that 


“WIA is moving quickly to 


“nake the added federal 


benefits avatlable to long- 
term jobless Michigan 
workers as soon as possi- 
ble. He pointed out that 
the week of Nov. 23-29 
will be the first week of 
unemployment for which 
the newly added EUC will 
be payable. The program, 
however, does not allow 


for any “reach back” to 
cover earlier weeks of 
unemployment. 


Another 56,000 unem- 
ployed workers are cur- 


rently receiving federally- - 


funded benefits through 
the original EUC program, 
and most of these workers 
should move into the new 
extension without any 
delays as they exhaust their 
existing benefits. 

Geskey pointed out that 
the EUC program and its 
extension are fully federal- 
ly-funded. Therefore, 
employers will not be 
charged for EUC benefits 
paid to their former 
employees.

Praying 
God’s Will 


Last week in Romans 
8:26 we saw how praying 
God’s way is trusting the 
Holy Spirit to pray within 
us through the Son to the 
Father. “26Likewise the 
Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know 
not what we should pray 
for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh inter- 
cession for us with groan- 
ings which cannot. be 
uttered.” Now we study 
praying in God’s will in 
Romans 8:27: “27And he 
that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because he 
maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the 
will of God.” This verse 
reminds us there are three 
important things to con- 
sider in prayer, the heart, 
the mind or intellect, and 
the will or volition. 

First, is the heart in 
God’s will.

Romans 10:9,10 remind us 
that we cannot even be 
saved without first believ- 
ing in our heart. Beware of 
the warning Peter gave 
Simon in Acts 8:21: 
“21Thou hast neither part 
nor lot in this matter: for 
thy heart is not right in 
the sight of God.” 

Second, is the mind in 
God’s. will. Remember, 
God, “....knoweth what is 
the mind of the Spirit.” It 
is the mind of the Holy 
Spirit that is important in 
prayer. Our mind should 
be under the control of the 
Holy Spirit when we pray. 
We should have the mind 
of Christ as 1 Corinthians 
2:16 says: “16For who 
hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may 
instruct him? But we have 
the mind of Christ. We 
have the mind of Christ 
and the Holy Spirit 
revealed for us in the 
promises of Holy 
Scriptures as James 1:6-8 
teaches us: 6But let him 
ask in faith, nothing 
wavering.

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Put away the saw and 
take out a shovel — potted 
trees are the greenest trend 
going in today’s Christmas 
tree market. 

Michigan State 
University associate profes- 
sor of horticulture Bert 
Cregg said live, container- 
grown Christmas trees are 
now widely available for 
Michiganders who live a 
green lifestyle and want to 
enhance their ,homes 
indoors and out. 

“After years of research, 
Michigan Christmas tree 
growers now have commer- 
cially available living 
Christmas trees that people 


_ can purchase, decorate for 


the holidays and store until 
spring, when the trees can 
be planted in their yards,” 
Cregg said. — 

Marsha Gray, executive 
director of the Michigan 
Christmas Tree Association 
(MCTA), said _live, 
plantable trees are still a 
specialty product, but many 
growers have them avail- 
able this holiday season. 
The new MCTA Web site -- 
www.mceta.org -- features 
an interactive grower map 
to find local farms. Gray 

said people interested in a 
ive, tree should look for 
“live trees grown. in con- 
tainers” in the online grow- 
er listing or just call to ask 
if a particular farm has 
plantable Christmas trees. 


“It will cost more for a 
live tree than a cut one, but 
when you consider that 
you’re also getting a land- 
scape plant, it’s a great 
investment,” Gray said. 
“It's a two-in-one if you 
care for the tree correctly.” 

Cregg said advances in 
container-grown Christmas 
tree production have made 
them more consumer- 
friendly. 

“Container production is 
a good option for living 
Christmas trees because the 
trees are more lightweight 
and easier for consumers to 
handle than trees that are 
field-dug and potted,” he 
said. “Growers use lighter 
soil to grow trees in con- 
tainers, so an average per- 
son can pick up a four-foot 
tree and easily get it into 
and out of the home.” 

Cregg received funding 
to research ways to grow 
live Christmas trees from 
Project GREEEN, 
Michigan’s plant agricul- 
ture research initiative at 
Michigan State University. 
Cregg said growers had 
been experimenting with 
container growing, but the 
GREEEN-funded research 
allowed him to give grow- 
ers succinct guidelines for 
successfully meeting the 
market demand. 

“Identifying the types 
and amounts of soil, nutri- 
ents and other resources 


. trees, 


that various tree species 
need to thrive when they’re 
grown in the container sys- 
tem helped us develop man- 
agement guidelines to help 
growers avoid common 
missteps such as overfertil- 
izing or over- or underwa- 
tering,” Cregg said. 

The research supports 
two major sectors of 
Michigan’s __ plant-based 
agriculture: Christmas trees 
(Michigan ranks third in the 
United States in Christmas 
tree production) and nurs- 
ery production (Michigan 
ranks fifth nationally in 
nursery production). / 

Jill O’Donnell, a 
Michigan State University 
Extension educator who 
specializes in Christmas 
said the Michigan 
Christmas tree market 
amounts to upwards of $60 
million annually, including 
trees, garland and wreaths. 
Michigan’s 780 growers 
plant 42,000 acres and sell 
about 3.5 million trees 
annually. 

Cregg offered these tips 
for purchasing and caring 
for a live, container-grown 
Christmas tree: 

Limit the tree’s. indoor 
time to no more than two 
weeks. 

After the holiday, move 
the tree to an unheated 
garage, screened-in porch 
or other area where the tree 
will be protected from

and magnetic resonance 
imaging, by its ability to dis- 
play a combination of soft 
tissue, bones and blood ves- 
sels all in a single image.
